The courtmartial met at the usual hour this morning 


-and adpurneH until thiee o'clock this afternoon, Avhen it is 
generally supposed a verdict will be announced at that hour. 
~The entire session was de\ oted to the closing argument by 
M. Demange.

Bodies of troops and gendarmes were early astir,

Hail to Thee

It was written in 1790 as a 


song for the birthday of , Christian VII 
of Denmark, by' Heinrich 
Harries 


When it passed into! Berlin in 1793 il 
was recast into its present form by Bal- 
thasar Gerhard Schumacher, and sung 
to the tune to which we sing 'My Coun- 
try'Tis of Tbee,'-and from which it has 
never: been separated. This nationa 
hymn has auch a strong hold oa Ger- 
man affection that the centenary, of its 


' publication was celebrated with demon- 
strations .and .-enthusiasm throughou! 
the empire 
in 'December, 1893.

would seem that Germany, in her strug- 
gle with France, had little need of more 
patriotic songs. She had already a 
dozen living, moving, exciting: buttle 
hymns. .But every new phase of every 
new conflict which fired the German 
heart produced a rew song. It was in 
1840 that Max Schenckenburgeri then 
twenty-one years old, wrote his potem 
and wonderful'Watch on the -Rhine. 
He was not a' ppet, but a hustling, every
